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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

2. Claims 7-10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Caio 
(5489810). 

Ciao discloses a switch reluctance motor in fig.2 comprising: a casing having an 
aperture (126) and a stator mounted in the aperture, the stator (102) having a smooth 
and projectionless exterior surface; a rotor (116) carried by the stator having outwardly 
extending ribs (168), the spindle formed as a unitary extension in the motor spindle, and 
the aperture including inwardly extending ribs spaced apart around the aperture and 
bearing against the smooth exterior surface of the stator. The casing has a interior 
cylindrical surface having inwardly extending ribs spaced apart around a circumference 
of the interior cylindrical surface wherein; the casing occupy a minority of the interior 
cylindrical surface of the casing. 

In reference to claims 7and 8. 

It has been held that the recitation that an element is "adapted to" perform a function is 
not a positive limitation but only requires the ability to so perform. It does not constitute 
a limitation in any patentable sense. In re Hutchison, 69 USPQ 138. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

3. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

4. Claims 5-6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Cole 
(1 947829) in view of Ferreira (548981 0). 

Cole discloses a motor driven machine comprising a switch reluctance motor in fig.2 
having a casing (12) with an aperture, a stator (32) mounted in aperture of the casing, a 
motor spindle (16) extending from the motor; a lathe (10) with a bed wherein, the 
spindle (16) is a headstock spindle and the motor spindle lie substantially on the same 
longitudinal axis of the motor spindle. Cole does not show a casing including inwardly 
extending ribs spaced apart around the aperture and bearing against an outer surface 
of the stator. 

Ferreira disclose a switch reluctance motor in fig.2 comprising: a casing (104) having an 
aperture including inwardly extending ribs (126) spaced apart around the aperture and 
bearing against an outer surface of the stator (102) for the purpose of cooling the stator 
windings. Therefore, it would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art at 
the time the invention was made to modify the drive motor of Cole with casing of 
Ferreira for the purpose of cooling the stator winding.
